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Now possibilities have been 
created for further mutually ad- 
vantageous cooperation between 
the participating stales In tha In- 
terests of strengthening Europe- 
an and world peace. The positive 
results ot tha Madrid Meeting 
represent a noticeable achieve- 
ment in the Una ol dialogue and 
mutual understanding, which 
was one of settling problems over 
tho negotiation table. The results 
confirm that the policy of 
detente has a sound reserve of 
vital forces.

The pursuit of this 
line demands absolute obser- 
vance of the principles of re- 
specting slate sovereignty, non- 
interference Into internal af- 
fairs, and Inviolability of the 
existing borders.

Mexico Clly. Guatemala la virtually in a slate of 
i-Jvil war. This has been admitted, along with others 
by tha UN Sub- Commission on Prevention of Dis- 
crimination and Protection or Minorities, the Me- 
xican newspaper "El Dla" was told by Rlgoberta 
Menchu, who represents the Guatemalan patriotic 
unity committee. Fight ors for freedom and 
democracy are on ono side of the front line, and on 
tho other side are those who gave away the national 
wealth for plunder for the US Imperialists, making 
poverty and lack of rights tho lot of the working 
people.

In medium-range systems In 
Europe. They pretend that the 
NATO bloc has no medium- 
range systems in Europe. The 
United States refuses to take 
Into account at tho negotia- 
tions American forward-based 
systems and nuclear armaments 
of Britain and France. 

The question rests on what 
systems they are kept in full 
readiness. There are more than 
3,000 American, British and 
French nuclear warheads that 
can hit targets on the territory 
ol the Soviet Union and Its al- 
lies. 

0 The sides adhere at tho 
talks to positions which differ 
In principle. According to the 
American position, one side— 
the Soviet Union — should disarm 
itself, while the other — the 
United States and its NATO 
partners — should build up its 
armaments. It la Impossible to 
come to terms on this basis. 


Sid Jose, The Honduran Par- 
Udo Democrat n Crist lano has 
sharply criticized the adventure- 
seeking militaristic policy of that 
rountry's govomment. It accused 
President Suezo Cdrdova of 
handing Honduras over to the 
US military hierarchy and ol 
obediently following In the wake 
of Washington's Interventionist 
policy aimed at fanning tha 
Hamer of war In Central Amer- 
ica. 

The accusations were made at 
a meeting marking IS years of 
the party which Is In opposition 
to the ruling regime. Spe&ken 
stressed that any support for thi 
Samoa bandits and military 
cdnfUcti on the Nlca raguan 
border only serve the interest* 
of the US administration. Rather 
than Increasing armaments

spending, they said, the govern- 
ment should take care of the 
people's needs and attempt to 
deal with poverty and the lack 
or rights reigning in Honduras. 

Honduras has never before 
depended so much on the USA 
as it does now, said Efrnln Dias, 
national congress member. The 
de facto occupation of this coun- 
try by US troops under the pre- 
text of joint war games Is an In- 
sult to the dignity of the Hon- 
duran people, he noted. 

In disclosing tha government's 
unpopular activities, the former 
national presidential candidate 
in the 1901 elections Heroin 
Conales Padilla said Suazo 
Cdrdova come to power through 
forgery and military support 
which represent the real masters 
in tha country. 


U.S. PURSUES 
AN AGGRESSIVE POLICY 


Managua, In reply to peace 
Initiatives by Nicaragua and 
other Latin American countries 
the Reagan administration steps 
up aggression against the peo- 
ple's Sandlnlita revolution by 
undertaking new, ever more 
dangerous military actions. This 
was reported by Daniel Ortega, 
member of the national leader- 
ship of the Sandinlala national 
liberation front and coordinator 
of the governing council of the 
Government of National Recon- 
struction.

years ago. Proof ol this lies In the positive programme adopted 
In Madrid, which Is solidly based on Ihe principles and pro- 
visions ol the Helsinki Pinal Ad. The programme has outlined 
measures lor developing cooperation fn Ike political, economic 
and humanllarlan spheres , including ihe decision fo convene 
in Stockholm In January 1984 a Conference on Confidence-

What kind of air should hu- 
mans be breathing? It should, 
of course, be dean and satura- 
ted with oxygen.

Last year the USSR produced 
more steel than the USA, West 
Germany, France and Great Brit- 
ain pul together. The emergent 
metal projects Include bucIi giants 
as the ona at Slary Oskol (cen- 
tral European USSR) which la La 
produce steel without tbe blast- 
furnace process being used.

He was soou 
invited by Mikhail Kalatozov, the artist who 
produced "The Cranes Are Flying", the film that 
triumphed the world over, to, act In bis "The 
Letter That Was Never Sent" together wilh the 
young but already famous Tatyana Samoilova, 
Yevgeny Urbaasky and Innokenty Smoktunov- 
sky. Since that time on Vasily left the stage for 
cinema, although he did come back to the thea- 
tre several years later, but In quite a different 
capacity. 

During those years Livanov took to making 
cartoon Alms and he soon became one of the 
leading script-writers, directors and artists In 
that genre. His “Bremen Musicians", “The Very- 
Very-Very", "The Boy and Carlson" and many 
other cartoon films were a bit He also dubbed 
nearly one hundred cartoon characters, Including 
Geua-tho-Crocodtle from "Cheburashka", Carl- 
son, the wise Boa from “38 Parrots 1 ' and others. 

It looks Ilka more than enough for one man. 
But Livanov, whose excursions Into the world of 
literature were approved by Samuil Marshak 
when Livanov was very young, Is also a prbse- 
wrllor. He pablished a book of fairy tales, and : 
stories In the "Yunost" magazine. • l 1 

Besides, he wrote Ihe -play “The Troubadour 
and His Friends" together with the poet Yuri 
Enllu, the play having been produced- hr Mos- 
cow, Leningrad, Sofia and Berlin. Not so long 
ago Ills new play “My Favourite Gown" was 
produced at the Maly Theatre. But, even more, 
Livanov has been finding the time to act In fea- 
ture films. Everyone remembers, for example, 
hie role as Sherlock Holmes In the TV serial, 
}ust Ihe kind of .defective we always pictured 
Holmes to ho. 

Bui, having seemingly realized bis childhood 
dream of faelng one man In several guises, Vasily 
Livanov continues to be anxious. He plans to 
master one more Job, that of writing, the script 
lor a feature film about the well-known Hussion 
diplomat Alexei Alexeyevich Ignatyev, Ibis 
must be explained by the wise rule ofteu died 
hy his father: 'In art, as in cycling, you either 
move or yuu fall. You cannot Just stand still."
